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i. CLAIMS 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method for placing a subscriber's communication in a 
position with respect to a review of messages in a voice mail system (VMS), the method 
comprising: 

At in response to an indication from the subscriber's commimication to leave 
the review, creating an identifier to mark the position of the subscriber's communication 
in the review; 

Bt storing the identifier; 

G7 in response to a notice indicating the subscriber's communication is to 
rejoin the review in the VMS, using the identifier to place the subscriber's 
communication in the position in the review, 

whereby a subscriber may interrupt the review of messages in the VMS and then 
return to the position in the review in the VMS. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1 , wherein the notice comprises a 
\^ copy of the identifier; and wherein action C using the identifier to place the subscriber's 

communication in the position in the review comprises using the copy of the identifier 
vwth the identifier to place the subscriber's communication in the position in the review. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1, wherein notion A creating the 
identifier to mark the position of the subscriber's conununication comprises, in response 
to the indication from the subscriber's communication to leave the review, providing a 
message indicating a release of the subscriber's communication. 



4. (Original) The method of Claim 3, wherein the message comprises a remote 
operations (RO) parameter including a copy of the identifier. 

5. (Original) The method of Claim 4, wherein the message comprises a GR-1 129 
message comprising the RO parameter including the copy of the identifier. 

6. (Currently Amended) A method of enabling the placement of a subscriber's 
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communication in a position in a review of messages in a voice mail system (VMS), the 
method comprising: 

At receiving a message indicating a VMS release of the subscriber's 
communication by the VMS, the message including a copy of an identifier marking the 
position of the subscriber's communication in the review of messages in the VMS; 

Br storing the copy of the identifier; and 

Gt in response to receiving a notice of a release of the subscriber's 
communication by a network element other than the VMS, directing the subscriber's 
communication to be routed to the VMS including the copy of the identifier. 

7. (Original) The method of Claim 6, \^4ierein the message comprises a remote 
operations (RO) parameter uicluding the copy of the identifier. 

8. (Original) The method of Claim 7, v^erein the message comprises an GR- 
1 129 message comprising the RO parameter including the copy of the identifier. 



9. (Currently Amended) With respect to a the position of a subsorib e r'o 
oommunioation subscriber in a review of messages in a voice mail system (VMS), a 
system for enabling the oubooriber'o oommunioation subscriber to make a call» and after 
the call, to return to the position in the review of messages in the VMS, comprising: 

the VMS being operative to transmit a message indicating at least a telephone 
number to which the call is to be directed, and the message including a copy of an 
identifier marking the position of the oubaoribor'a oonununioation subscriber in the 
review of messages in the VMS; 

a service control point (SCP) operative to receive the message, and to cause the 
subfloribor's oommunioation communication wliich the subscriber used to review the 
messages t o be terminated to an intelligent network element (INE) with the INE being 
provided with the telephone number of the call to be made : 

the INE being operative, in response to termination of the aubsoribor's 
communication to the INE, to initiate an INE call to the telephone number, to bridge the 
sub s crib e r -s comm\mication and the INE call to form the call fi-om the subscriber, to 
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monitor the call for a disconnect signal, and in response to the disconnect signal, to 
dismantle the bridge so as to disconnect the INE call and to release the a ubaoribor's 
communication; 

the SCP being fiorther operative, in response to a notice of release of the 
aubsoribcr^s conmiunication by the INE, to cause the 9« b s crib e r -s-communication to be 
routed to the VMS and to inclxwJe the copy of the identifier; and 

the VMS being further operative, in response to receipt of the subsoribor's 
communication and the copy of the identifier, to use the copy of the identifier to return 
the subcorib e r'o oommunioation subscriber to the position in the review of messages in 



10. (Original) The system of Claim 9, wherein the message from the VMS 
comprises a remote operations (RO) parameter including the reply telephone number and 
the copy of the identifier. 

1 1 . (Original) The system of Claim 9, wherein the message comprises a remote 
operations (RO) parameter including the reply telephone number and the copy of the 
identifier. 

12. (Original) The system of Claim 10 or Claim 11, wherein the message 
comprises an GR-1 129 message comprising the RO parameter. 
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
